At the 
very hour when jin the hall of the 
high priest’s house Christ was ut- 
tering His great confession, one of 
His disciples was, in the court of 
the same building, pouring out 
denial after denial, 


I, Following Jesus to His Trial 


When Jesus was bound in Geth- 
semane and led away back to Je- 
rusalem, all His disciples forsook 
Him and fled. They disappeared, 
I suppose,.among the bushes and 
trees of the garden and escaped 
into the surrounding country or 
wherever they thought they would 
be safe. 

But two of the twelve—St. Pet-

er and St. John, who tells the 
story—soon rallied from the first 
panic and followed, at a distance, 
the band in whose midst their 
Master was. Keeping in the sha- 
dow of the trees by the road- 
side, keeping in the shadow of the 
houses in the streets, they stole 
after the moving mass. At last, 
when it got near its destination— 
the palace of the high priest 
they hurried forward; and St. 
John went in with the crowd; but 
somehow, probably through _ir- 
resolution, St. Peter was left out- 
side in the street: and the door 
was shut. 

To understand what follows, it 
is necessary to describe more in 
detail the construction of such a

There are three elements in the 
gospel, as Paul preached it. First, 
the death of Christ; second, the 
resurrection of Christ; and third, 
all of these had to be “according 
to the scriptures.” If Christ had 
died any other way, or if He had 
not risen from the dead, we would 
have no gospel. Paul says, “This 
is the gospel I preach, how Christ 
was buried, and that he rose again 
the third day according to the 
scriptures.’ 

This is a matter so well set- 
tled that a man would be a “fool 
not to believe what the Bible says 
about this. 

In Acts 1, the Scripture says 
that Christ came after His resur- 
rection and “by many infallible 
proofs” showed Himself alive af- 
ter His resurrection, dwelling 
with them for forty days and 
speaking of things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God. “Many in- 
fallible proofs” of Christ’s resur- 
rection. 

Let us imagine that Paul 
preached and said, “I saw Jesus 
on the road to Damascus, so I 
know He is risen from the dead.”

“We appreciate your willingness 
to allow Bible scholars to study 
the book and your review in lieu 
of making recommendations as to 
which is the correct position for 
orthodoxy. By the mere fact that 
Dr. Charles Fuller and Fuller 
Seminary Dean Harold Lindsell 
have refused to accept your fair 
proposition it clearly reveals to 
us that they, as well as Dr. Car- 
nell, are afraid to face the facts. 

“Dr. Rice, we stand with you 
in this matter. We pray that the 
Lord wil! continue to bless and 
guide you in maintaining leader- 
ship as we all ‘earnestly contend 
for the faith.’

The Case of Cary! Chessman 


Convicted kidnap-robber-sex per- 
vert Caryl Chessman is a national 
hero! As I write these lines he is 
better known, and apparently be- 
lieved to be worthy of greater con- 
sideration, than any minister of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ in 
America, with the possible excep- 
tion of Billy Graham, Unnumbered 
multitudes around the world have 
risen up to vehemently defend him 
and protest his just execution after 
twelve years of almost unbeliev- 
able stalling brought about by 
what he himself terms “unparal- 
leled legal black magic.” 


As the deadline for his sched- 
uled death drew near on February 
19, a flood of petitions, meetings 
and editorials urged sparing his 
lifé. University of California stu- 
dents and faculty members, 1,300 
strong, signed and sent a _ petition 
to Governor Edmund Brown ask- 
ing clemency. Scores of others 
marched up and down Market 
Street in San Francisco carrying 
signs demanding that Chessman 
not be .executed. Abroad, the 
sentiment favoring life for this 
beast of perversion was equally 
emphatic. 

From England to the Mediter- 
ranean, the California State Su- 
preme Court’s rejection of his last- 
minute plea was headlined on the 
press’ front pages. In the former, 
even Queen Elizabeth's imminent 
birth of a third child was pushed 
into. the background in favor of 
Chessman news. In Stockholm, a 
leading newspaper sent a petition 
requesting clemency to Governor 
signed by 90,000 Swedes. 
Another 9,000 university students 
at Geneva signed and sent their 
petition to Brown requesting a 
reprieve. Some in Brazil sent tele- 
grams to President Eisenhower, 
and other protests came from 
Italy, France, Germany, Portugal, 
Argentina, Uruguay and elsewhere. 
Even the Vatican’s newspaper 
joined Rome’s Communist news- 
paper in requesting clemency. 

These “Save Chessman’’..clubs 
helped along by pleas from such 
big names as Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Wa'ter Wanger and Rabbi Max 
Nussbaum—were not spontaneous. 
They were planned, promoted and 
financed as part of the great anti- 
American propaganda crusade. 

As a result of this action 
amounting to what one editor 
called “international blackmail,” 
Chessman was granted stil! an- 
other 60-day stay, setting the 
stage for another world-wide 
demonstration potential on May 2. 
Chessman, called by one metro- 
politan newspaper the “world’s 
champ at stalling death,” has now 
broken eight death dates with the 
gas chamber. 


Yet no intelligent person—and I 
mean no one—doubts Chessman’s 
guut in spite of his profuse, ar- 
rogant protests to the contrary. 

Convicted on May 22, 1948, of e 
total of seventeen crimes inc!uding 
perverted sexual attacks on two 
women whom he kidnapped for 
robbery with bodily harm (for 
which he _ received the death 
penalty), he was also found guilty 
of four other kidnappings, seven 
robberies, two perverted sexual as- 
saults, one attempted rape, one 
burglary and one auto theft. Ac- 
cording to his own confession in 
one of the four books he has writ- 
ten while waiting to die (“Cel 
2455 Death Row,” a _ best-seller 
from which a movie was made 
“Trial by Ordeal,” “The Face of 
Justice,” and “The Kid Was a 
Killer’), he “became a criminal 
and outlaw by choice.” His official] 
criminal record, which began when 
he was 16, includes repeated car 
thefts, burglary, more than a 
dozen robberies, two escapes from 
imprisonment, assault with a 
deadly weapon, and assault with 
intent to commit murder in shoot- 
ing a policeman. His repeated ap- 
peals (15 of them to the United 
States Supreme Court) have cost 
the taxpayers more than a quarter 
of a,million dollars. 

What is Chessman like? A fed- 
eral appellate - judge, Richare 
Chambers, called him “an arroé 


gant, truculent Man spewing vitri- 
ol on one person after another,” 
and declared in answering one of 
the convict’s recent appeals, “We 
see (in Chessman) an exhibitionist 
who never had before.such opper- 
tunity for exhibition. I think he 
has heckled his - keeper long 
enough.” A aman who refuses to 
repent of even the most vicious 
crimes, one prison _ psychiatrist 
called him “absolutely ruthless 
and callous.” Even Governor 
Brown, an outspoken anti-capital 
punishment advocate, confessed: 
“His attitude has been one of sted- 
fast arrogance and contempt for 
society and its laws. The evidence 
of his guilt is overwhelming.’ 
Newspaper columnist George Mur- 
ray called him a man with one 
obsession: “He thinks that he’s 
smarter than anybody else.” 


Yet still the sob-sister senti- 
mentalists plead for permission to 
let this depraved reprobate flaunt 
retributive justice! This in spite 
of the fact that of the two women 
whom he subjected to perverted 
sexual attacks, one was convales- 
cing from a long period of hos- 
pitalization due to infantile paraly- 
sis and the other was so emotion- 
ally disturbed as a result of the 
attack that she has been in state 
mental institutions most of the 
time since and is even today still 
comfined. It is a pity that some of 
the sympathy wasted on this “ar- 
rogant, truculent’”’ monster cannot 
be directed toward his innocent 
victims! 

As the Quincy (lIll.) Herald- 
Whig commented editorially, 
“Chessman’s case has become a 
cause for countless bleeding hearts 
who helped to make’a travesty 
of law. They seem to have -forgot- 
ten—as so often ‘is the case—of 
the victims of his brutally per- 
verted crimes Those who 
sympathized with Chessman have 
pointed out that his accomplish- 
ments during his dozen years in 
death row. prove him a man of 
unusual ability, and that the years 
of stress and strain have been 
worse for him than execution. It 
might be argued, however, that 
his accomplishments have been 
completely selfish, that his life 
has been one of defiance of so- 
ciety since youth, and. that he. lit- 
erally has enjoyed his spot in the 
limelight.” 


To quote Columnist Murray 
again, his conclusion was: “As far 
as I’m concerned, Chessman can 
pay his debt and quit stalling. I’ve 
never learned to like a welsher and 
he’s one of the worst.” 


Note in conclusion two timely 
truths: (1) Even Caryl Chessman, 
fallen to the very lowest depths 
of human depravity, could be 
saved by coming to Christ in faith, 
for, “whosoever shall cal! upon the 
name of the Lord shall. be saved” 
(Rom. 10:13); and, (2) There will 
eventually be a J-Day (Judgment 
Day) for Chessman, no matter 
how successfully he fhaunts the 
courts of this country, “For it 
is written, As I live, saith the 
Lord, every knee shall bow to me, 
and every tongue shall confess to 
God. So then every one of us shall 
give account of himself to God” 
(Rom. 14:11, 12).

“Yes, I am sorry, Paul; we had a wonderful missionary 
journey together, and I would like to go in with you in this 
work throughout the Roman Empire. But my sister’s boy, 
Mark—lI must take care of him. I know the boy quit on us 
before; got homesick and all that. But he is my nephew, and I 
fee] I must get him into the work. Sorry to quit you, Paul, 


but you see how it is.” 


So said Barnabas to Paul when 
they broke up their evangelistic 
team. Barnabas took Mark with 
him and Paul sought another part- 
ner and took with him Silas (see 
Acts 15:36-40). 


A man who has a world-wide 
vision, any man upon whom God 
has laid a great missionary vi- 
sion, must have helpers. So Paul 
got all the help he could. But al- 
ways Paul found people backing 
out, people who quit when the 
going was tough, people for whom 
it was not convenient just then to 
help Paul win souls, 

“I am sorry, Paul,” said Demas. 
“T have been a good worker with 
you for a long time. But you are 
shut up here in jail, and I don't 
know when you will get your head 
cut off. Besides, I am not willing 
to give up all my pleasures and 
fun.” So Paul, the aged prisoner 
for the Lord, in jail at Rome, 
shortly before he diéd, wrote Tim- 
othy, saying, “For Demas hath 
forsaken me, having loved this 
present world, and is departed un- 
to Thessalonica (II Tim. 


Not “Save Thyseli!” 
But “Remember Me!” 


The common crowd reviling our 
Lord as He hung on the cross 
wagged their heads saying, “Save 
thyself, if thou be the Son of God.” 


The chief priests, scribes and 
elders declared, “If he be the King 
of Israel, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will believe 
him.” The Roman soldiers mocked 
‘Him, saying, “If thou be the. King 
of the Jews, save thyself” and one 
of the malefactors railed on him, 
saying, “If thou be Christ, save 
thyself and us.” 


Only one in all that motley com- 
pany rebuked the universal senti- 
ment, “Save thyself.” The dying 
thief said, “Remember me!” He 
alone discerned who our Lord Je- 
sus Christ really was. He saw that 
if Jesus would save others He 
could not save Himself. Dysmas, 
the penitent thief, alone realized 
that an event of divine reconcili- 
ation was occurring under the 
guise of human tragedy. 


This condemned felon openly 
confessed Jesus as Lord and cer- 
tainly must have believed that God 
would raise him from the dead for 
he said, “‘Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy Kingdom.” 

The dying thief is a beautiful 
picture of another event that is 
yet to come when the remnant of 
Israel “shall look upon me whom 
they have pierced, and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mourneth 
eg his only son.” (Zechariah 12:

“I am sorry, Paul,” Crescens 
said. “I feel I must go to Galatia 
to preach.” 

“I am sorry, Paul. I would be 
glad to stay here and write your 
letters and carry your messages, 
and stand up to testify for you 
when you are tried for your life. 
But I feel called to preach, ndt to 
stay here and wait on you.” So 
Titus went 6. Dalmatia, as we 
learn in II Timothy 4:10. 

“We are sorry, Paul,” wrote a 
number of the Christians in the 
church at Corinth. We know that 
you won us to Christ. We know 
that you are God’s apostle. But we 
have learned a lot since you were 
here, and we have learned that 
your bodily presence is weak and 
your speech contemptible. Dh, you 
write weighty !etters, all right; 
but we ,have better preachers 
now.” 

Sceme of them said, “I am for 
Apollos. He is an eloquent man 
and mighty in the Scriptures, a 
much better preacher than Paul.” 

Others of them said, “We are 
for Peter, the very chief of the 
apostles, the man who preached at 
Pentecost. (Paul was not even 
converted then, but Peter was 
with Jesus all through his minis- 
try.) Peter walked on the water. 
Sorry, Paul, but we are for Peter.”’ 

Others said, “We are for Christ. 
We don’t need to follow anybody 
else. It doesn’t matter, Paul, about 
your being the one who won us to 
Christ and taught us all we know. 
We are just going to follow Christ 
and not follow men, even if it is 
God's apostle who led us to salva+ 
tion.” (See I Cor. 3:4; II Cor. 
10:10). 

“We are sorry, Paul,” said some 
of the Christians at Galatia. “Yes, 
it is true that when you were here 
and won us to Jesus Christ, we 
would have plucked out our eyes 
and have given them to you. But 
now we have learned so much 
better how to be circumcised, keep 
the Sabbath and the ceremonial 
law, and this stand’is a lot more 
popular with the Jews. No, we 
can't help you, Paul, in your 
world-wide ministry of getting the 
Gospel out everywhere. We have 
our own program.” (See _ Gal. 
4:15-18 and various places in the 
epistle to the. Galatians.) 

“T am: so sorry, Paul.” — would 
certainly like to zo to Corinth and 
hélp out with the new converts 
there. But it is not convenient just 
at this time. So it is hot my will 
to go. Sorry, Paul.”’ So spoke Apol- 
los..So Paul the apostle wrote very 
sadly, “As touching our brother, 
Apollos, I greatly desired him to 
come unto _you with the brethren: 
but his-will was not at all to come 
at-this time; but he will come 
when he shall have convenient 
time”: (I Cor. 16:12). 


Yes, Paul was always trying 
to get people to help him. Some of 
them did, thank God. Some of 
them got preoccupied and quit. 
With some it was not convenient, 
as with Apollos. Others, like De- 
mas, loved the world. Some, like 
the Galatian Christians, were led 
into false doctrine and cults. 
Others, like the Christians at Cor- 
inth, were won away to the leader- 
ship of the other men, or got proud 
and haughty notions. But, thank 
God for Silas and Timothy and 
Phebe, the servant of the church 
at Cenchrea, and other fellow-la- 
borers who were true and helped 
Paul carry on the Empire-wide 
ministry to which God had called 
him! :

and ridicule; so while you build 
I want you to preach. Cry out 
against their sins.” Noah was a 
mighty “preacher of righteous- 
ness” (II Pet. 2:5). 


He must have been a very un- 
popular preacher to preach right- 
eousness to people so wicked, 
so rotten, sé immoral, so degraded, 
depraved and corrupt, so far be- 
yond all hope that all God could 
do was to pour forth His right- 
eous wrath and wipe them out 
in the judgment of the great flood! 

“Noah,” they said, “you are 
crazy. Who ever heard of a flood! 
You are out of your mind to 
preach on such old-fashioned, out- 
dated notions as sin and coming 
judgment in this enlightened age.”’ 

“T used to believe all that bunk 
about God,” a teen-ager laughed, 
“but since I studied biology in 
high school I know better now. 
Why don’t you wise up, Noah? 
Don’t you know our ancestors 
wriggled in a slimy mud hole many 
millions of years ago, and that 
evolution proves there is no God, 
no Heaven, no Hell, no héreafter 
—and there won't be any flood?” 

Noah let them sneer and ridi- 
cule. He just kept on building and 
preaching until the angry waters 
of God's judgment swept the god- 
less gang into Hell. 


Noah Moved With Fear 

God said, “Noah, I'll give” you 
a text to preach. from—MY 
SPIRIT WILL NOT ALWAYS 
STRIVE WITH MAN. Warn them 


that they will soon have their 
last chance to repent of their 
sins.”’ 

So Noah cried out, “My God 
says He will not always strive 


with you.” 

“Why, Noah,” someone said, “you 
are actually trying to scare us 
into religion. But you can't fright- 
en us. We're tough and brave. We 
fear neither your God nor a com- 
ing flood. We are not coming over 
on your side.” 

The trouble with some of those 
people was they didn’t have sense 
enough to fear. It shows good 


_sense to fear some things. It is no 


sign of wé@akness to fear a holy 
God. It is no sign of manliness or 
strength not to fear Him. Our 
Lord said, “Fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in 
hell” (Matt. 10:28). 

However, Noah had wisdom 
enough to fear. “By faith Noah, 
being warned of God of things not 
seen as yet, moved with fear, pre- 
pared an ark to the saving of his 
house; by the which he condemned 
the world ~. Eee «Eh k). 
Therefore he and his house were 
saved, while the cursing, laughing, 
defiant multitudes plunged to their 
doom beneath the relentlessly ris- 
ing waters of death. 

Friend, don’t worry about what 
others will say, or think about you 
if you receive the Lord Jesus and 
are saved. It is better to go to 
Heaven with a few fools saying 
you are crazy, than it is to go to 
Hell with the worldly crowd pat- 
ting you on the back. 

As God strove with the con- 
demned people of Noah's day, so 


God strives with you today, that | 


you might be saved from the cer- 
tain impending judgment which 
will some day fall upon sin and 
sinners. 


Why God Strives 

1. Because He loves you. You 
say, “I don’t believe anyone loves 
me.’ Yes, God loves you more 
than words can describe. 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
evertasting life. For God sent not 
his Son into the world to condemn 


the world: but that the world 
through “him might be_ saved” 
(John 3:16, 17). 

Sinner friend, the Bible says, 


“The Lord is longsuffering 
to usward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance” (II Pet. 3:9). 

Again we read of “God’s great 
love in Romans 5:8, “But God 
commendeth his love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.”’ 

God is not your foe; He is your 
friend. He is not against you; He 
is for you. He loved you so much 
He gave His Son to die and be 
raised again, that you might be 
saved. His Son, our Lord, demon- 
strated His love for you by dying 


the death of a criminal on the 
cruel bloody cross of Golgotha, 
in order that you might escape 
Hell and go to Heaven. 

“For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that he might bring us to 
God...” (I Pet. 3:18). 


A Living Saviour 

After the Lord Jesus died, loving 
hands prepared Him for burial 
and ‘aid Him in the tomb. BUT 
GOD RAISED HIM UP! And now 
He is alive, and in that same body 
of flesh and bones in which He 
was crucified and buried, He is 
now seated at the right hand of 
God as our exalted Lord. 

Our Lord met with His disciples 
after His resurr€ction and said, 
“Peace be unto you.” But the dis- 
ciples were terrified and thought 
they had seen a spirit. You know, 
most people today think our Lord 
is a spirit. But He is not a spirit. 
He is the risen Man. 


The Lord quieted their fears 
with these words, “Behold, my 
hands and my feet, that it is I 


myself: handle me, and see: for 
a spirit hath not flesh and bones, 
as ye see me have” (Luke 24:39). 

Notice, the Lord said, “. .. ye 
see me have” a_ flesh-and-bones 
body. Now, if our Lord does not 
have that same ‘“flesh-and-bones”’ 
body today, WHAT BECAME OF 
IT? 

The fact is that He is now seat- 
ed in that same flesh-and-bones 
body,” on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high” (Heb. 1:3). 


Why is this so important? It is 
vitally important because a DEAD 
Christ cannot save. And because 
Christ is the only mediator be- 
tween Gag and men, and if He is 
not the risen MAN like the Bible 
says He is, then we have no medi- 
ator. This is important, because 
you want to know how to be 
saved, and the Bible says salva- 
tion is in HIM. Therefore you 
must know who He is, and where 
He is in order that you might 
come to Him and receive Him and 
be saved by Him. 

I have good news for you! “For 
there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus” (II Tim. 2:5). You 
can. be forgiven of your sins! You 
can be delivered from cruel chains 
of sinful habits! You can become 
a child of God! 

In matchless love God now of- 
fers His risen Son to you. If you 
will receive Him as your Lord, 
you will be saved. “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised Him 
from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved” (Rom. 10:9). 


“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God...” (John 1:12). 
Receive Him as your Lord right 
now and confess Him as such be- 
fore others. You'll never regret it! 

2. Because He waats you to be 
happy in this life. Sin will only 
bring heartbreak and sorrow. God 
longs to deliver you from the pow- 
er of sin and set you FREE! And 
He can do it, for He is the risen, 
victorious, all-powerful Lord. 

Does booze hold you in its mer-

ciless grip? Do lust and un- 


bridled passion drag you into im- 
morality and despair? Is there a 
sin in your life that is blasting 
and blighting your life and wreck- 
ing your home and ruining your 
children? There is HOPE for you! 
No one has sinned so much, or 
stooped so low, but what our Lord 
is able, to save. He stilled the 
mighty ‘tempest on the sea with 
just a word, and He will quiet the 
storm of sin and sorrow that rages 
in your life. “If the Son therefore 
Shall make you free, ye shall be 
free indeed” (John 8:36). You who 
are slaves of sin—He longs to take 
your broken, weary life and trans- 
form you into a sober, decent, 
law-abiding, happy Christian. 
“I’m not like that,” you say. 
“I'm decent and moral and kind 
and religious.” That may be, my 
friend, but in the sight of God 
you are a sinner too, “for al! have 
sinned, and come _ short of. the 
glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). In 
verse 22 God says there is “no 
difference” between you and any- 
one else in the FACT of sin, and 
therefore you need the same Lord 
that the down-and-outer needs.

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ness to many. They want to be 
saved by character and religion 
and sincerity. Many preach §Sal- 


vation by conduct and _ religious: 


ceremonies. They tell you to do 
the best you can and be sincere 
in what you believe and you'll be 
all right. Now neighbor, THAT is 
foolish preaching! That kind of 
preaching will save'no one from 
Hell, nor deliver a poor sinful 
‘wretch from his misery. There is 
no hope in that.sort of a message. 


Here is the truth about being 
saved. “For*by grace are ye saved, 
_through faith; and that not. of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

Notice these words carefully 
from Titus 3:5, “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he 
saved us.” Mercy means we don’t 
get what we deserve. Grace means 
we get what we don’t deserve, 
By His mercy we escape Hell; by 
His grace we will enter Heaven— 
that is, all who receive HIM. 


I beg of you to turn to God in 
repentence and trust His Son for 
salvation now, while God is striv- 
ing with you. This could be the 
last message you will receive. 
There will be no gospel preaching 
in Hell. 

2. Witnessing. When someone 
talks to you about the Lord Je- 
sus, don’t get sore about it and 
order them away—that is GOD 
striving with you to be saved. 
Just thank God someone cares 
enough about you to speak to you 
about your soul. You will not be 
bothered very much along this 
line, for the average Christian is 
too busy, too lazy, too cowardly 
or too unconcerned to do much 
witnessing. So if someone gives 
you a gospel tract, or invites you 
to a meeting, or seeks to win you 
to the Saviour, be glad they care. 
Remember, there will be no such 
personal work in Hell. 

38. Singing. I read where Moody 
is supposed to have said that Ira 
Sankey sang more people into 
Heaven than he, Moody, had 
preached in. Multitudes can testi- 
fy that God spoke to them through 
a song and that they were saved 
while listening to the sweet strains 
of gospel music. Remember, there 
will be no gospel melodies in Hell. 

4. Praying. Were you angered 
when you heard someone pray for 
you?. Thank God they prayed! No 
one will pray for you in Hell. 

I'll never forget the joy that 
came to my mother when her 
prayers were answered for my sis- 
ter Gertrude, the night she came 
forward and was saved in my 
meetings in Davenport, Iowa, in 
November, 1933. You talk about 
JOY! My dear old mother, whom 
I had heard pray so fervently for 
Gertrude, could hardly believe it 
was true. God had answered! 

Someone is praying for you. You 
know it. God is striving with you. 
Oh, may those prayers be an- 
swered soon! Think of the joy 
you will bring to those who pray, 
when you tell them the glad news 
that you are saved. No one will 
pray for you in Hell. 

5. Suffering. God may strive 
with you through physical pain. 
Many have promised God, when 
they were flat on their backs in a 
hospital, that if they would get 
well, they would live for God. 

God may strive with you 
through anguish over the sickness 
or death of those you love. A man 
told me it took the death of his 
precious two-year-old baby to 
bring him to God. 

In a certain hospital a doctor 
said to a man, “Your wife is going 
to die.”” That man got on his knees 
right in the hospital hallway. He 
didn’t care who saw him or who 
heard him. He cried out to God 
to spare his wife and promised 
that he would then live for God. 
God answered. But the man soon 
forgot his vow and wouldn't even 
attend church. 

Perhaps you have stood beside 
the open casket and the cold 
vawning grave of a loved one. You 
knew he went to Heaven and that 
unless you received his Lord as 
vour Lord you would go to Hell 
and never see that loved one 
again. That was God striving with 
vou again. How good God is! He 
keeps right after you. And yet 
you have resisted Him and you are 
still lost. What a tragedy! 

This business of _ rebellion 


—— 


against God, and rejecting Christ 
is awful, People will say their last 
farewell at the coffin of their 
loved ones whom, they know are 
in Heaven. They ‘will weep and 
wail and brush back their tears. 
They know they.can meet their 
loved ones again in Heaven, but 
rather than accept Christ to do so 
they refuse. | 


It .seems that .people would 
rather never be reunited with their 
dear ones in Heaven than to ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus Christ. ‘It 
seems like they would rather go to 
Hell themselves than receive the 
Lord Jesus! Oh, the awfu!ness of 
the sin of rejecting the Lord! 


6. Convicting. The Lord said, 
“And when he is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin ... be- 
cause they believe not on me” 
(John 16:8, 9). He spoke of the 
Holy Spirit. He reproves, He con- 
vinces, He convicts you of your 
terrible sin of rejecting the Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ js the rightful 
Lord of your life. You have fre- 
fused Him that right. You have 
lived all your life as though there 
were no Son of God. Now the Holy 
Spirit convicts you of this soul- 
damning sin. You may not be 
guilty of some other gross sins 
like murder or adultery, but if 
you have refused the Lord Jesus 
His rightful place as the Lord of 
your life and refused His salva- 
tion, you are guilty of the great- 
est sin of all. By the Spirit of God 
you now stand convicted and con- 
demned. 

That urge within you, that voice 
pleading with you, that some- 
thing within you that right now 
beseeches you and implores you 
to take the Lord Jesus and, be 
saved—what voice is that? It is 
not from your natural heart, for 
“the heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked” 
(Jer. 17:9). It is not the voice 
of Satan, for he wants you to go 
to Hell with him, It is the sweet 
voice of the Holy Spirit of God 
calling you to Christ. 

You may resist the Spirit’s woo- 
ing. You will not hear His voice 
in Hell. 


Why Does God Stop Striving? 

He doesn’t—in this life. He 
strives with you through faithful 
Bible preaching, through loving 
people who witness to you, 
through gospel singing, through 
fervent praying, through sickness, 
pain and suffering, and through 
the convicting work of the Holy 
Spirit. 

I don’t believe that God sudden- 
ly gets angry with you because 
you have refused Him so long,-and 
that He then says, “I have put 
up with you long enough. Now you 
can go to Hell. I'm through with 
you.” 

There isn’t anyone living but 
who. can be saved if they WANT 
to be. “For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved” (Rom. 10:13). But the 
terrible tragedy is that by con- 
stant, continual rejection of the 
Lord Jesus, you become hardened 
and lose the “want to.” GOD 
doesn’t change. YOU change. 

You are making it harder and 
harder for yourself to say yes to 
God. You are making it easier and 
easier to say no. The longer you 
put off salvation, the harder it 
is to settle it. You become like 
Paul says in Ephesians 4:19, “past 
feeling.” 

The longer you say “no” to God, 
the harder it becomes to say “yes.” 
Here’s a man, for example, who 
is trying to sell a lady a carpet 
sweeper. He keeps talking about 
all the good features of the ma- 
chine and she keeps saying “yes.” 
If he can keep this up, it is just 
a question of one more yes, and 
the sale is made. 

But suppose the salesman says, 
“Now lady, here is another good 
thing about this sweeper.” But 
she blurts out, “No, I don’t like 
that at all.” Oh, me! The sales- 
man is in a jam now. He has to 
start all over, and get some more 
“veses’” and overcome that one 
“no” in order to make the sale. 

Now all you have ever’said to 
God is “no.” All your life you have 
said, “No, God. No, Christ. No, 
Holy Spirit. No, Christian wife or 
husband. No, praying friends. No, 
no, no.” All you have on your 
record is a long string of “no, no, 
no.”’ Not even ONE yes! If you 
had said yes to God only once, 
you would be saved! 


No wonder it is so hard now 
for you to’say yes to God. And 
it is going to get harder and hard- 
er. In-order to Say yes, you now 
must overcome all the nds. That is 
why so few people get saved when 
they are old, The great majority 
of Christians were saved before 
they were twenty. So the sooner 
you yield_to the Lord, the easier 
it will be. Be wise. Right now, 
while. God is striving with you, 
receive the Lord and be saved. 
You cannot reject Christ and re- 
main tender. 


Deathbed Repentence 

“T'll wait,” someone says, “and 
settle this on my deathbed.” But 
you may not have a deathbed. A 
heart attack, a stroke or an acci- 
dent may cut you down in an in- 
stant. Don’t gamble on having a 
deathbed. You may lose. 


Even if you do have a death- 
bed that is no guarantee that you 
will be saved. You may be deliri- 
ous. You may be shot full of pain- 
killing drugs. You may not be able 
to think, or know what you are 
doing. 

Once when I saw: a man dying 
I thought to myself, “It’s a good 
thing he didn’t wait until now to 
be saved.” Unless God performed 
a miracle that dying man could 
not have been saved then, for he 
just lay there in a death stupor, 
with the cold, clammy hands of 
death choking the life out of him. 
The man was too far gone to be 
saved then. NOW is the time to be 
saved, while your mind is alert 
and you have your senses. O 
friend, don’t gamble on having a 
better time to be saved. The chan- 
ces are that you will NOT be 
saved on your deathbed. 


“But,” you say, “I'll be so scared 
on my deathbed, I know I'll be 
saved then.” Wait a minute. If 
you profess salvation then only 
because you are terrified at the 
thought of dying and going to Hell, 
it would be the same as if you 
said to the Lord, “I’m afraid I’m 
going to wake up in Hell. Save me. 
But Lord, if I get well, the deal 
is off.” 


Friend, THAT deal is never on! 
God knows whether or not you 
are sincere. No hypocritical pro- 
fession like that will get you any- 
where with God. You've got to 
mean it. 

Another thing—even if you DO 
have a deathbed, and even if you 
DO have your right mind then, 
that still doesn’t mean you will 
turn to God then. A nurse said to 
me, “Paul, I’ve seen many people 
die—and most of them died just 
like they lived.” 


The fact is, you may be so hard- 
ened in your Christ rejection that 
even on your deathbed you won't 
even be scared enough to want 
salvation! 


Suppose someone had said to 
Noah, “How long will it take you 
to build that ark?” 


“About a hundred years.” 


“Ha-Ha! Noah! You don’t think 
we are going to get all excited 
about a flood that is more than 
a hundred years away, do you? 
We're going back to our sins.” 

About a hundred years later 
God says, “Noah, tell them they 
have just seven more days to make 
up their minds what they are go- 
ing to do.”’ And what do we find? 
We find that those who found it 
easy to reject God’s call for over 
a hundred years, found it easy to 
do so for seven more days! 

In like manner, if all your life 
you can reject every means that 
God uses to strive with you; if 
you can reject every message, ev- 
ery tear, every pleading witness, 
every prayer, every sorrow and 
every wooing of the Holy Spirit, 
you may find it EASY to do so 
a few more hours on a deathbed. 

While you hear this message, 
while your heart is tender, before 
you become gospel-hardened, be- 
fore sudden death hurls you into 
eternity, now, while God strives 
with you, I beg of you to receive 
the Lord Jesus and be saved. 

In the fall of 1957, during our 
meetings in Byron, Michigan, a 
man and wife and some of their 
children came forward on Thurs- 
day night and accepted Christ. The 
man worked in a factory in Flint. 
The next Monday after he was 
saved a fellow-worker asked, “Mr. 
Olin, where are your cigars?” Be- 
fore he was saved, Mr. Olin 
smoked ten cigars a day! Now 
} they were missing from his shirt 
pocket. The night he was saved 
he had one left in his pocket. 


When he got outside the church

he threw it away and never 
smoked another! 

Mr. Olin gave that man his 
testimony—how he had been saved 
just a few days previously. When 
Mr. Olin began talking with the 
man about his soul, the man said, 
“I’m going to retire in two years.” 
That’s all that interested him. 
The salvation of his soul was not 
important. Little matters like 
Heaven and Hell were not worth 
considering. But two days later, 
on the Wednesday before Thanks- 
giving, that man fell dead right 
there in that factory. How sad! 
He went to Hell a lot sooner and 
a lot more suddenly than he ever 
thought would happen. 

About a year and a half after 
Mr. Olin’s conversion, we were 
back for another campaign in the 
same church, and we were invited 
to their home for a meal. The 
supper was hardly over when Mr. 
Olin rose from the table and said, 
“Paul, come in the other room. 
There is something I want to show 
you.” 

We walked into the living room. 
Olin pointed to a picture of a teen- 
age boy and said, “He accidentally 
hung himself out in our back yard 
a few months before, we were 
saved. That’s my boy.” 


Then he pointed to another pic- 
ture and said, “That is my sailor 
boy. He was killed while in the 
service. That, too, happened be- 
fore we were saved.” 

Then that big strong man broke 
down and wept and through his 
tears, said, “Paul, my two boys 


are in Hell and it’s my fault! 
It's my. fault! If I had gotten 
saved sooner maybe my boys 


wouldn’t be in Hell now! It’s my 
fault! It’s my fault!” 


Friend, gamble no more. Take 
no more foolhardy chances with 
your soul and with the souls of 
those you love, You chance to lose 
when you: gamble with Hell. 


In every way you lose when 
you put off salvation. You have 
nothing to gain and everything to 
lose by gambling with Hell. You 
have nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain by receiving the Lord 
Jesus NOW.

house as the high priest’s palace; 
for it was very unlike most of. our 
houses. A Western house looks 
into the street, but an Oriental 
into its own interior, having no 
opening to the front except a great 
arched gateway, shut with a heavy 
door or gate. When this door is 
opened, it discloses a broad pas- 
sage, penetrating the front build- 
ing and leading into a square, 
paved courtyard, open to the sky, 
round which’ the house is built, 
and into which its rooms, both 
upstairs and downstairs, look, A 
similar arrangement is to be seen 
in some large warehouses in our 
own cities, or you may have seen 
it in large hotels on the Continent. 
It only requires to be added that 
on the side of the passage, inside | 
the outer gate, there is & room 
or lodge for the porter or portress, 
who opens and shuts the gate; and ) 
in the gate there is a little wicket 
by which individuals can be let 
in or out. 


When the band conducting Jesus 
appeared in front "of the palace, 
no doubt the portress opened the 
large gate to admit them and then 
shut it again. They passed under 
the archway into the court, which 
they crossed, and then entered 
one of the apartments overlooking 
the courtyard. But the police and 
other underlings employed in the 
arrest, their work being now done, 
stayed outside, and, as“it was mid- 
night and the weather was cold, 
they lighted a fire there under the 
open sky and, gathering round it, 
began to warm themselves. 


As has been said, John went in 
through the gate with the crowd, 
but Peter was somehow shut out. 
John, who seems to have occupied 
a higher social position than the 
rest of the twelve, was known to 
the high priest, and, therefore, 
probably was acquainted with the 
palace and knew the servants; and, 
when he noticed that Peter had 
been left out, he went to the por- 
tress and got her to let him in by 
the wicket gate. 


It was a friendly act; and yet, 
as the event proved, it was unin- 


-.tentionally an ill turn:, John ted 


Peter into temptation. The best of 
friends may do this sometimes to 
one another; for the situation into 
which one man may enter without 
peril may be dangerous to another. 
One man may mingle freely in 
company which another cannot en- 
ter without terrible risks. 


There are amusements in which 
one Christian can take part, 
though they would ruin another if 
he touched them. A mind matured 
and disciplined. may read books 
which would kindle the fire of 
Hell in a mind less experienced. 
There are always two things that 
go to the making of a temptation: 
there is the particular set of cir- 
cumstances to be encountered on 
the one hand, and there is the 
peculiar character or history of 
the person entering into the situa- 
tion on the other. We need to re- 
member this if we are to defend 
either ourselves or others against 
temptation. 


II. Tempted, Peter Denies 
Jesus and Curses 


John no doubt, as soon as he 
got Peter inside the door, hurried 
away across the court into the hall 
where Jesus was, to witness the 
proceedings. 

Not so Peter. He was not famil- 
iar with the place as John was; 
and he had the shyness of a plain 
man at the sight of the. inside 
of a great house. Besides, he was 
under fear of being recognized as 
a follower of Christ and appre- 
hended. Now also the unlucky 
blow he had made at Malchus at 
the gate of Gethsemane had to be 
paid for, because it greatly in- 
creased his chance of detection. 


He remained, therefore, just in- 
side the great door, watching from 
the shadows of the archway what 
was going on inside, and, with- 
out knowing it, himself being 
watched by the portress from her 
coigne of vantage. He was ill at 
ease; for he did not know what 
to do. He did not dare to go, like 
John, into the judgment hall. Per- 
haps he half wished he could get 
out into the street again. He was 
in a trap. 

At last he strolled forward to 
the group round the fire and, sit- 
ting down among them, com- 
menced to warm himself. It was 
a miscellaneous group there in the

was, taken of him. He took his 
place as if he were one of them. 

It was, however, a dangerous 
situation in another sense than he 
supposed. It was a bodily peril he 
was in terror of; he did_not antici- 
pate danger to his soul; yet this 
was very near.-It is always dan- 
gerous when a follower of Christ 
is sitting among Christ’s enemies 
without letting it be known what 
he is. “Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat 
of the scornful.” It is more than 
probable that when Peter sat 
down the air was ringing with 
jest and laughter about Jesus; but 
he did not interrupt: he kept sil- 


ence and tried to look as muchl 


like one of the scorners as he 
could. But not to confess Christ 


is the next step to denying Him. 


Temptation, as is its wont, came 
suddenly and from the most unex- 
pected quarter. As has been said, 
when he was skulking beneath the 
archway, his movements were not- 
ed by the portress. They were 
Suspicious, and she, with a wom- 
an’s cleverness, divined his secret. 
Accordingly, when she was re- 
lieved at her post by another maid, 
She not only pointed him out to 
this companion and communicated 
to her what she thought about 
him, but, in passing to her room, 
she went up to the fire among the 
soldiers, and, looking him straight 
in the face, said, with a malicious 
twinkle in her eye, “This is one 
of the Nazarene’s followers.” 


Peter was taken completely by 
surprise. It was as if ay mask 
had been torn from his face. In 
a moment the instinct of terror 
seized him; perhaps, too, the in- 
stinct of shame at being thought 
a disciple of Him they were mock- 
ing. Indeed, there was a further 
shame: how could he confess him- 
self the disciple of the Master 
whom he had heard blasphemed 
without protest?. He had denied 
his Master in act before he denied 
Him in word; and the preceding 
act made the word also necessary. 
“I. do not know what you mean,” 
he.said, with a surly frown; and 
away she tripped laughing, hav- 
ing done her work quite success- 
fully. 


None pursued the subject. But 
Peter was uneasy, and took the 
earliest opportunity of escaping 
from the fireside. He went away 
into the archway, intending ap- 
parently, if he could, to get out 
of the place altogether. But here 
the trap was closed; for the other 
maid, whose attention had been 
directed to him, and who may 
have been laughing from a dis- 
tance at her neighbor’s sally, was 
standing at the door of her lodge, 
with two or three men; and, point- 
ing him out to them as he came 
forward, she said, ‘““That is one of 
the Nazarene’s followers.”’ 


Poor Peter! felled to the ground 
a second time by the touch of a 
woman’s hand. But how often has 
the saucy tongue and jeering laugh 
of a woman made a man ashamed 
of the highest and holiest! Peter 
flung at her an angry oath and, 
turning on his heel, went back 
again to the fire. 


He was now completely panic- 
stricken, and lost all self-control. 
He was boiling with conflicting 
emotions and could not keep quiet. 
Assuming an air of defiance and 
indifference, he plunged into the 
conversation, speaking loudly to 
throw off suspicion, but really de- 
feating his own object; for he 
drew attention on himself, and 
they scanned him the more nar- 
rowly the more excited he be- 
came. A_ relative of Malchus, 
whose ear he had cut off, recog- 
nized him. His loud country voice 
and rough Galilean accent aroused 
the suspicions of others. To bait 
such a pretender was a welcome 
diversion in the idle night, and 
soon they were all in full cry 
after the quarry. 


Peter was thoroughly lost; like 
a bull in the arena attacked and 
stabbed on every side, he became 
blind with rage, terror and shame; 
and, pouring out denials, he added 
to them oaths and curses hurled 
at his adyersaries. 

The latter element was, no 
doubt, the resurrection of an old 
fisherman’s habit, long since dead 
and buried. Peter was just the 
man likely to be a profane swearer 
in his youth—the headlong man 
of temper, who likes to say a thing 
with as much emphasis and exag- 
geration as possible. This is a sin 
whose power is generally broken

instantly at conversion. While 
there are sins which linger on for 
years~and require to be crucified 
by inches, profane swearing often 
dies an instantaneous death. But 
even in this case it is difficult to 
get quit of the evil past. In Peter 
this sin may have seemed to die 
at his conversion; for years it had 
been dead and buried; yet, when 
the favorable moment came, '‘'o 
and behold, there it was again in 
vigorous life. 


Old habits of sin are hard to kill. 
We seem to have killed and buried 
them; but do you not sometimes 
hear a knocking beneath the 
ground? Do you not feel the dead 
thing turning in its coffin, and see 
the earth moving above its grave? 
This is the penalty of the days 
given to the flesh. Till his dying 
day the man who has been a 
drunkard or a fornicator, a liar 
or a swearer, will have to keep 
watch and ward over the grave- 
yard in which he has buried the 
past. 7 

Yet there was a kind of method 
in the madness of Peter’s pro- 
fanity. When he wanted to prove 
that he was none of Christ’s, he 
could not do better than take to 
cursing. They did not credit his 
assertions that he had no connec- 
tion with his Master, but they 
could not help believing his sins. 
Nobody belonging to Jesus, they 
knew, would speak as Peter was 
doing. It is one of the strongest 
testimonies to Jesus still, that 
even those who do not believe in 
Him expect cleanness of speech 
and of conduct from His followers, 
and are astonished if those who 
bear His name do things which 
when done by others are matters 
of course, 


Ill, Jesus in Compassion 
Looks on Peter 


While Peter was in the midst 
of:this outbreak of denial and pro- 
fanity, suddenly he saw the eyes 
of his tormentors turned away 
from him to another object. It was 
Jesus, whom His enemies had con- 
demned in the neighboring judg- 
ment hall, and whom they were 
now leading, amidst blows and re- 
proaches, across the courtyard to 
the guard-room where He was 
to be kept for two or three hours 
till a subsequent stage of His 
trial came on. As Jesus stepped 
down out of the hal! into the 
courtyard, His ear had caught the 
accents of His disciple, and stung 
with unutterable anguish, He 
turned quickly round in the direc- 
tion whence the sounds proceed- 
ed. At the same moment Peter 
turned, and they looked one an- 
other full in the face. Jesus did 
not speak; for a single syllable, 
even of surprise, would have be- 
trayed His disciple. Nor could He 
linger; for the soldiers were hurry- 
ing Him on. But for a single in- 
stant their eyes met, and soul 
looked into soul.

There may be a world ira look. 
It may be more eloquent than a 
whole volume of words. It may re- 
veal far more than the lips can 
ever utter. One soul may give it- 
self away to another in a look. A 
look may beatify or plunge in the 
depths of despair. 

The look of Jesus was a talis- 
man dissolving the spell in which 
Peter was held. Sin is always a 
kind of temporary madness; and 
it was manifestly so in this case. 
Peter was so bewildered with ter- 
ror, anger and excitement that he 
did not know what he was doing. 
But the look of Jesus brought him 
to himself, and. immediately he 
acted like a man. He made 
once for the exit with impetuous 
speed. And now nothing stood in 
his way: he got past the maid 
and her companions without trou- 
ble. For, indeed, the trap of temp- 
tation is only an illusion. To a 
resolute man it presents no ob- 
stacles. 

But further, the look of Christ 
was a mirror in which Peter saw 
himself. He saw what Christ 
thought of him. The past came 
rushing back. He was the man 
who, in a great and never-to-be- 
forgotten moment, had confessed 
Christ and earned His hearty 
recognition. He was the man who, 
a few hours ago, had vowed, above 
all the rest, that he never would 
deny his Master. And now he had 
deserted Him and wounded Him 
to the heart in His utmost need. 
He had placed himself among His 
enemies as one of themselves and, 
with oaths and curses, trodden 
His sacred name beneath his feet. 
He had put off the disciple and 
reverted to the rudeness of his 
godless youth. He was a perjured 
traitor..All this was in that look of 
Christ. 

But there was far more in it. 
It was a rescuing look. If any 
friend had met Peter rushing out 
from the scene of his sin, he might 
well have been terrified for what 
might happen. Where was he rush- 
ing to? Was it to the precipice 
over which Judas plunged not 
many hours afterwards? Peter 
was not very far from that. Had 
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it been an angry look he saw on 
Christ’s face when their eyes met, 
this might have been his fate. But 
there was not a spark of anger 
in.it. There was pain, no doubt, 
and there was immeasurable disap- 
pointment. But deeper than these 
—rising up from below them and 
submerging them—there was the 
Saviour’s instinct, that instinct 
which made Him reach out His 
hand and grasp Peter when he was 
sinking in the sea. With this same 
instince He grasped him now, 

In the look of an instant Peter 
saw forgiveness and unutterable 
love. If he saw himself in it, he 
saw still more his Saviour—such a 
reve'ation of the heart of Christ 
as he had never yet known. He 
saw now what kind of Master he 
had denied; and it broke his heart. 
It is this that always breaks the 
heart. It is not our sin that makes 
us weep; it is when we see what 
kind of Saviour we have sinned 
against. He wept bitterly; not to 
wash out his sin, but because even 
already he knew it had _ been 
washed out. The former weeping 
is a pelting shower; this is the 
close, prolonged downpour which 
penetrates deep and fertilizes the 


plants of the soul at their very 
roots. 
Indeed, this was the real be- 


ginning of all the good St. Peter 
was to do in the world. But we 
wi!l not speak of this now. Let 
our last thought be of Him who, 
in the crisis and extremity of His 
own suffering, when He heard His 
name not only denied but mingled 
with oaths and curses, yielded not 
one moment to the resentment 
which such an act of treachery 
might have occasioned, but, for- 
getting His own sorrows and over- 
mastered with the instincts of the 
Saviour, threw into a look such a 
world of kindness and of love that, 
in an instant, it lifted the falling 
disciple from the gulf and set him 
on the rock where he ever after- 
wards stood, himself a rock in the 
constancy of his faith and the 
vigor of his testimony.

it! Somebody else is putting off 
a hoax on you!’ And so,” Thomas 
said, “the next Sunday I was 
there and Jesus came again and 
said, “Thomas, come here. Don’t 
be faithless and ynbelieving. Put 
your fingers here and see.’ I put 

my fingers in the nailprints in 
His hands. I put my hands in His 
side, and I found there the wound 
where the spear went in. I felt 
Him, I heard Him talk, and I 
know it is the same living Sav- 
jour!” 

The stranger may say, “Now, 
wait a minute! Do you expect me 
to believe that?” 


“All the twelve say the same 
thing.” 

“Well,” the man says, “twelve 
people, but maybe you made it 
up among you.” 

“Listen,” Paul says, “you can’t 
get by with this. There were more 
than five hundred others who 
saw Him at one time, and they 
are nearly all alive even now. 
You can go talk to them.” 


_- “Well,” the fellow says, “T’ll 
“have to give up. If there are over 
five hundred people who saw 
Him those forty days and talked 
to Him, more than five hundred 
at one time and they are, most 
of them, still alive, I’ll have to 
believe that.” 


A man who does not believe 
that Jesus rose from the dead is 
a fool who does not want_to be- 
lieve it. You see, the “many in- 
fallible proofs” of Christ’s resur- 
rection is a real thing that any- 
body with any sense can believe. 


The Supreme Court of our 
country, or the Great Court in 
Canada, or the Supreme Court 


in England would accept as ab- 
solute proof the proof that has 


already been »given of the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ. Any 
scientist in the world seeking 
the great scientific fact would 


accept it as a scientifically prov- 
en, infallible fact if they had as 
much evidence as they have, that 
Christ rose from the dead. I thank 
God for these “many infallible 
proofs” of the resurrection. 


Now what is the meaning of 
the resurrection of»Christ? What 
does it mean to us that Christ 
YTosé from the dead? 


I. Christ’s Resurrection Means 
We Have a Great High Priest 
to Intercede for Us 


First of all, it means that we 
have an all-powerful High Priest. 
We do not have a dead Christ, 
but a living “Christ. Did you 
think that all you got when Jesus 
died was that your sins were 
paid for? Well, we have much 
more than that. “He ever liveth 
to make intercession” for us ac- 
cording to the will of God. He is 
our Mediator. It is by Him, the 
Scripture says, that we are jus- 
tified. Christ now is a living Sav- 
iour, and so all the blessings a 
Christian can have every day are 
because Jesus now lives as risen 
from the dead. 


Notice, first of all, that it was 
necessary for Jesus to rise from 
the dead in order to present the 
sacrifice in Heaven. According to 
all the Old Testament types, the 
high priest once a year took the 
blood of atonement and slipped 
under that innermost veil into 
the most holy place. He had a 
basin of blood and he sprinkled 
that blood inside the veil on the 
mercy seat, that galden plate, the 
lid of the ark of the covenant. 


Now, Christ Himself is_ the 
Lamb, the Passover Lamb. Christ 
Himself is the Offering. It is His 
blood that pays for sins. But who 
will be the priest to offer it? 
Jesus said, “I was the Lamb when 
I died, but when I rise again, I 
will be the Priest.” 

When Jesus had risen from the 
dead and Mary Magdalene came 
and said, ‘Oh, dear Saviour, I am 
so glad to see you,’ she would have 
caught Him by the feet, but Jesus 
said, ‘Wait, Mary. Don’t touch Me 
now. I must fulfill the plan, I 
must ascend to Heaven and pre- 
sent the sacrifice as a~ High 
Priest.’ Some think that means 
when He ascended forty days 
later. No, that very day when 
Jesus rose, He said, ‘I am going 
to Heaven to offer the sacrifice 
in Heaven.’ 


The picture of. the temple on 
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The Meaning of the Resurrection 


rose 


earth was only a picture or a 
model of the temple in Heaven. 
The priestly work of Aaron and 
the Levites was only a model, an 
outward show and a kind of picture, 
an object lesson, of the high priest- 
ly work in Heaven. The blood of 
lambs and bulls and goats was 
only a pattern and picture of the 
blood of Christ! So when Christ 
died, He ascended to Heaven, to 
the right hand of the Father, and 
all the angels looked on while 
Christ there—He was the High 
Priest—presented His- own blood. 
The records were all cleared for 
every sinner who would trust in 
Christ, because Christ was the 
High Priest. When He came back 
later that night and appeared to 
the disciples, He said, ‘Come; put 
your hands on Me and see. My 
high priestly work is done’— 
that is, as far as offering the 
sacrifice, the work was done. You 
know, a priest had to wash him- 
self, put on fresh linen garments, 
and so on, and Jesus said, ‘I have 
done that work as a High Priest; 
now come on and touch me, It is 
all right.’ 

So Jesus, because He is a resur- 
rected Saviour, could complete the 
sacrifice and the types and the 
records. 


But that isn’t all. We are justi- 
fied by His resurrection. The 
Scripture says that He “died for 
our sins” and “was raised again for 
our justification” (Rom. 4:25). In 
other words, the Lord Jesus died, 
died like a‘ sinner, but now He 
up and said, ‘Now I want 
everybody to know that was for 
John Rice. Put that to his credit. 
Put it down to John Rice’s credit 
that when he trusts in Me, his sins 
are all paid for. 

The Lord Jesus Christ died for 
our sins and He rose for our 
justification. 


Brother Garner, if Jesus had 
paid for your sins, but if He didn’t 
apply it to you and put it on the 
records, and stand there to see it 
was enforced, it wouldn’t do you 
any good; but Jesus rose for our 
justifications And anybody who is 
justified is justified because 
Christ rose from the dead. 


Then, this Scripture makes it 
clear that not only is Jesus our 
justification, but He is our Medi- 
ator now, our High Priest now, 
and “ever liveth. to make intef- 
cession” for us according to the 
will of God. There are so many 
wonderful things about Christ as 
our High Priest. That is particu- 
larly true in the book of Hebrews. 
Hebrews 4:14-16 says: 


“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all poimts ,. tempted 
like as we are, yet without Sin. 
Let us therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need.” 

I need a high priest who un- 
derstands. Sometimes I feel, “Oh, 
I hope God knows how weak I 
am!’ Well, He does know. Psalm 
103:14, 13 say, “For he knoweth 
our frame; he remembered that 
we are dust. Like as a father 
pitieth his, children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him.” The 
only kind of a high priest who 
could do us any good is ome who 
really knows what it is to be 
tempted. And Jesus “was in all 
points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin.” “For we have 
not an high priest which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities.” The dear Saviour 
says, ‘Oh, the burning of tempta- 
tion! How subtle and wicked and 
strong is Satan to tempt these 
little ones of mine.’ We have an 
High Priest who knows all about 
it, who bore all the temptations 


and conquered them. So He is 
fit to be our High Priest. 
So, since Christ is our High 


Priest, the whole matter of ans- 
wered prayer for a Christian de- 


| pends on that, because if Christ 


hadn’t risen, if He were not there 
at the right hand of God to inter- 
cede for us, we could not come 
boldly in time of need. The Scrip- 
ture says on the basis that Christ 
is our High Priest who under- 
stands all the burdens and sor- 
rows, “Let us therefore come bold- 
ly unto the throne of grace, that 
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we may obtain mercy, and find 
grace to help in time of need.” 


I am glad we have such an High 
Priest. I thank God we can come 
to Him and He intercedes for us. 
There are some people who pray 
to the Virgin Mary, “Holy Mary, 
Mother of God, pray for us sin- 
ners now and at the hour of our 
death.” I don’t need to go to 
Mary. I have somebody a million 
times better than Mary. I don't 
need to go to the saints and pray 
to the saints and pray at the 
shrines and carry around a little 
image of some saint. I have some- 
body better than all the saints. 
No plaster images in churches for 
me, no little crucifix for me, no 
praying to the Virgin Mary for 
me. I have someone better than 
saints and statues and Mary. I 
don’t need beads and to pray my 
Ave Marias. I have One so much 
better and I can come boldly to 
Him and obtain mercy in time of 
need. The dear Lord Jesus is my 
High Priest and “ever liveth to 
make intercession’ for me. Isn't 
that wonderful? 


So then, thank God, on account 
of Christ’s resurrection, I have an 
all-powerful High Priest, 


Il, My Eternal Security De- 
pends on Christ’s 
Resurrection 


I want you to -.notice another 
thing that is quite clear here, that 
since this is so, I can be kept for- 
ever. My salvation depended up- 
on Christ’s resurrection and my 
eternal keeping depends on His 
resurrection, too. In the eighth 
chapter of Romans, the Scripture 
Says, “Who is he that condemn- 
eth?” 

Somebody says that a Christian 
isn’t all that he ought to be. Well, 
I admit it. 


Somebody says, “You don’t de- 
serve Heaven.” All right, I never 
said I did. 


Somebody says, “You ought to 
have been in Hell a long time 
ago.” And I will have to say, “Yes, 
that’s right.” But wait! “Who is 
he that condemneth? It is Christ 
that died, yea rather, that is risen 
again,” who “ever liveth,” you see. 
Since the Lord Jesus rose from 
the dead to tdke~-my part, bear 
my burden before God, and take 
my place, thank God, I can be 
kept! That’s the reason the Bible 
Says “kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation.” 
‘hank God, I can say, “I am per- 
suaded, that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, Nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” It is a wonder- 
ful truth that Jesus is raised from 
the dead and is my Mediator, my 
Attorney. If anybody brings up a 
case in court in Heaven against 
me, I’ve got the best Attorney 
in the world. He never lost a case. 
He said, “I'll take that case, and 
if the Father says, ‘Well, this 
fellow is pretty bad, he’s done 
wrong,’ I'll say, ‘but I paid the 
whole business, and here is the 
record right here.’ I have a Medi- 
ator. I have a High Priest. I have 
a Go-Between who “ever liveth to 
make intercession” for us accord- 
ing to the will of God. And that 
means I am safe. 

Suppose the Lord had put it on 
this basis: “I will save you now by 
grace, and you will keep your 
salvation by works.” Wouldn’t we 
be ruined? Suppose the Lord 
should put it on this basis: “I 
will pay for your sins of the past 
by the death on the cross, but the 
sins of the future you will have 
to arrange for by yourself.”

Every Christian who lives 
long enough will have decayed 
teeth or halitosis or dandruff or 
athlete’s foot. Every Christian in 
the world, if he does not live 


until Jesus comes, will die. 


I want you to see that the sin 


is in us, the seed of sin is in us. 


Every Christian here has failed 
somewhere. “If we say we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us” (I John 
1:8). If the Lord had just said, 
“T’ll save you by grace—the death 
of Christ will attend to that} but 


the rest of your life, you will have | 
to fix up yourself if you do’ 
wrong,” 
no! Bless God, Jesus died for all 
our sins, past, present and future, 
then He arose from the dead for 
all of us, and now “he ever liveth 
to make intercession.”

church which reached a member- 
ship of seventeen hundred people. 
Since I had a radio broadcast, 
multitudes of people looked to 
me. So when death came, I was 
often called. I have conducted as 
many as three funerals in a day. 
I have been by so many deathbeds. 
I've stood by so many open graves. 
I’ve had my own sorrows. As a 
child I stood by my mother’s open 
grave and my heart was buried 
there with her. I missed her so 
long and so heavily. I say, I’ve had 
my open graves; but listen, the 
grave is not the victory. I like 
that Scripture, “O death, where 


4s-thy sting? O grave, where is 


thy victory?” Thank God, since 
Jesus rose from the dead, one of 
these days we shall rise also. 


Romans 8:11 says, “But if the 
Spirit of him, that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mor- 
tal bodies by his Spirit that dwell- 
eth in you.” 

In I Corinthians 15:17-23 
read: 


“And if Christ be not raised, 
your fdith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sims. Then they also which 
are. fallen asleep in Christ are 
perished. If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable. But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead, For as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming.” 

You plant a garden; you watch 
it so anxiously. After a_ while 
when the first radish, or the first 
onion, or the first bit of lettuce 
breaks the little crust of ground 
and comes through, you say, “Ah! 
it is all going to come up. It’s all 
going to come up!” Christ is the 
first fruits, and He rose from the 
dead. Then all those who put their 
trust in Him will rise, too. 


“Tf the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in 
you, he that raised-up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you” (Rom. 8:11). 
Christ is the firstfruits; that 
proves the rest of it. 


One of these days I will see my 
mother who went to Heaven forty- 
nine years ago. The Scripture 
says, “But I would not have you 
to be ignorant, brethren, concern- 
ing them which are asleep, that 
ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him.” We don’t need to say, “I’m 
afraid that I'll never see my loved 
ones.”” There will be a glad, glori- 
ous resurrection and reunion be- 
cause Jesus rose. My mother will 
rise, too. I’ll rise like Jesus, and 
Ill have a body like Jesus had. 
My mother, my father, the saints 
of all the ages will rise, for Jesus 
rose, and God will do the same 
for the rest of us. 

You know, the Lord Jesus and 
I ar& buddies.

mean? I am not boasting. One of 
these days I am going to come up 
before the Father and I will have 
a robe on just like Jesus.

Wonderful 
resurrection for us because Christ 
rose again! 


V. Christ’s Resurrection 
Proves Christ Will 
Reign on Earth 

What does the resurrection of 
Christ mean? It means that Christ 
is going to reign on the earth. 
We pray, “Thy kingdom come, 
Thy will be done in earth, as it 
is in heaven”; but so often we 
don’t believe it. Do you really 
believe that Jesus Christ will 
come back to reign? Well, that 
is proved by His. resurrection. 
Peter, preaching, said in Acts 2:29, 
30: 

“Men and brethren, let me free- 
ly speak unto you of the patriarch 
David, that he is both dead and 
buried, and his sepulchre is with 
us unto this day. Therefore being a 
prophet, and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, that 
of the fruit of his loims, according 
to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne.” 


Therefore, he spoke of the res- 
urrection of Christ. 


The resurrection of Christ proves 
that He is coming to the throne 
of David to reign, as promised.

35:5, 
6, 10). Blessed day when Jesus 
reigns on the earth! Do you ever 
long for the day when the knowl- 
edge of the Lord covers the earth 
as the waters cover the sea? It is 
coming because Jesus was raised 
up to sit on the throne, and that is 
the meaning of the resurrection. 

So when you pray, pray con- 
fidently, “Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth,” not just in 
Heaven, not in some far-off plan- 
et, but on this earth. The Lord 
Jesus will one day be reigning as 
Master. Listen, all you people who 
do not love Him, you people who 
do not pray, “Every knee shall 
bow to me, and every tongue shall 
confess to God”! Everybody in 
Heaven and on earth and in Hell 
will bow the knee to Jesus Christ, 
the Bible says. You just as well 
expect that. The Lord Jesus is 
coming to reign. 

The Bible says, “Behold, he 
cometh with clouds; and every 
eye shall see him, and they also 
which pierced him: and all kin- 
dreds of the earth shall wail be- 
cause of him.” All you people who 
do not know Him and love Him 
will mourn.

VI. Christ’s Resurrection

“The times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now com- 
mandeth all men every where to 
repent: Because he hath appointed 
a day, in the which he will judge 
the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” 

When God raised Jesus from 
the dead, He said, ‘I want every- 
body living—I want every blas- 
phemer,. I want every infidel, I 
want every drunkard, every har- 
lot, every whoremonger, I want 
every sneering critic — I want 
everybody to know that I have 
raised up Jesus because He is 
going to be a Judge and they will 
have to stand before Him.’ 

Some of you won’t take Jesus 
as your Saviour. All right, you 
will take Him then as your Judge. 
If you will not have Him as your
